famous “Fourteen Points,” issued for |

1918, read as follows: “Open covenants of}

-ings-of any kind, but diplomacy shall pro-| 
ceed always frankly and in the public view.” 
All peace-loving peoples welcomed this pr>- 
nouncement. Statesmen of the old school of | 
international dealing could find little in it! 
with which to quarrel, But it remained | 
nothing more than a fine ideal. It is never: | 
theless worth recalling at this stage of the | 
world’s progress because, after a second and 
much more devastating and costly World| 
War, the statesmen in attendance at the first | 
meeting of the General Assembly of the| 
United Nations are witnessing “open _ dis 
putes openly arrived at.” 

As already noted, the chairman of the 
Soviet Ufiion’s delegation, Mr, Vishinsky, has 
officially and openly charged that the prés 
ence of British troops in Greece is inimical 
to the cayse of peace and security: And 
British Foreign Secretary Bevin, speaking 
for Great Britain, has implied that the be- 
haviour of Russian troops and political of-} 
ficers in Iran is repugnant tg His Majesty's 
government. The. fact that a conflict of 
ideologies may be at the root of conditions 
in the former Hellenic kingdom, and the fact 
that Persian oi] is not wholly unconnected 
with the Iranian dispute, is beside the point. 
On the other hand, it is important that these 


disputes are being discussed “frankly and in| ~ 


the public view.” The reading public all 
over the world is able to follow the pro- 
ceedings while they are proceeding—to para- | 
phrase Mr. Mackenzie King’s daily allusions 
to the progress of last week's Dominion- 
Provincial deliberations. 

Nothing in the open “tiff” between Mr. 
Vishinsky and Mr. Bevin, however, should 
occasion gloomy forebodings among the peo 
ples of the United Nations, .The chief of the 
Soviet delegation may have squirmed under 
the blunt castigation of Russian policy which 
the British Foreign Secretary embellished in 
the plainest of language. For Mr. Bevin ex 
plained himself by saying that he was “tired” 
of hearing a variety of charges against his 
country “in secret.”. And if the Soviet press, 
during the week-end, has indulged in an orgy 
of surmise and innuendo as a prologue to 
the resumption of the Anglo-Russian dis 
cussion this afternoon, such procedure will 
remind the universal public of the idealism 
of the Jate President Wilson. 

Regardless of how these charges and 
counter-charges shall be disposed of, their 
public airing should impress upon all the 
peoples of the world the necessity for un- 
derstanding the purpose of the United Na- 
tions’ Charter. For unless-all present and 
future governments represented’ at this 
initial meeting of the General Assembly 
shall be made to feel that their respective 
nationals insist on peace and’ security as 
their operative policy; this latest League 
of Nations may well fail as did its predeces 
sor. As we have observed in these columns 
many times, it should be the duty of every} 
citizen, no matter of what race or color, to 
study and understand the provisions of the 
Charter produced at San Francisco, This is| 
the surest way to\convert the Wilsonian ideal | 
into practical achievement

coming experiments with the atom bomb 
which is to be dropped on an area covered 
by a number of “obsolete” American and} 
former. enemy ships roughly composing a 
navy, the damage resulting will be carefully 
tabulated and certain deductions made there- 
from. But manufacturing a bomb and split- 
ting the atom are two totally different} 
things. The advancement made during the | 
war was in the method of using the split} 
atom for destructive purposes or, in other | 
words, of controlling the energy released by 
the atom when split. 
It. ig well to recall Professor Conant'’s | 
evidence before the United States Senate 
Committee -which was inquiring into the 
possibility. of secrecy in connection with the | 
bomb. This was to the effect that if he| 
were given a free hand to manufacture the 
bomb from scratch with the “know-how”| 
of which he was already. possessed asthe} 
chemist in charge of the process he had 
brought fo a practical conclusion, it would 
take him four years to assémble the neces- 
sary plant. If he started from scratch in a 
foreign country, he said it would take him 
eight years. He. mentioned the names of 
four of the largest manufacturers of vari- 
ous types of machinery in the United States 
who were engaged in manufacturing “units” 
of the plant, and added that not one of them 
had any idea of what the others were doing. 
They had blueprints of mechanical designs. 
So that whatever the deductions as to the 
destructiveness of the bomb, it is evident 
that Professor Conant thinks there is plenty 
of. breathing space to concentrate not only 
"on counter measures but on the constructive 
uses of the release of atomic energy.
